and thre? Cuts over the Head, and one on his Face : By this time the King had paſled the 


River, and at the Head of the Horſe Charged the Enemy, who after ſome Reſiitance retired 
fighting, Commanded by Lieutenant General De {a Hoquelie, and Licutenant General Famion, 
the late King Fes and Monſieur de Lauſun being with the Body that -made Head againſt the 
Count de Schomberg., The Enemy retreated from Defile to Defile , our Horſe: puriuing them as 
far as Deleck-, where: the Kiog ,, with the Forces he had with him, joyn'd thoſe of he Count 
de Schomberg. | ; | | 

The Enemy retired a'0ut three Miles farther, and there poſted themſelves in a very advan- 
tazious place 3 and the King followed them: with his Horle and Dragoons, and Orders were 
given t0-Aitack them there ; but it being very late , and the Fight having laſted from 10 in 
the Morning till Nine at Night, His Majeſty gid not think ht go engage the Troops any far- 
ther, but ordercd the Horie -and- Dragoons to' remain in Arms all-Night;-he returned to. Di/cef, 
where the Foot Encamp?d. But:in the Night the Enemy getiged in great confuſion, We yook 
their Bazgaze and Eight Vieces of Cannon, and many of theic Soldiers are ſince come in, and 
we hear their Troops are quite broken. po þ 

On the Second ol-Ju'y, The King ſent Monſieur de 1a HHelonjere with a Detachement of 
3 or 4000 Foot and 1cco Horſe, and Eight Pieces of Cannon, and two Mortats, to Attack 
Drogheda. Being arrived there, -he Summoned the Garifon, and let them know, Thar if they 
forced him to fire a Cannon ,. he would not give them any Quarter. . This ſo frighrned the 
Governour , that a'ter having kept the Trumpeter ſome time, he returned Monſieur De /4 
Aeiynicre this Aniwer, That he would Surrender the plac@ upon an Honourable Capirulatiog, 
wiz, To march out with Arms and Baggage, Colours flying, &c. bur that othecwile be. would 
Defend the place to the laſt Extremity. Monſieur De Iz Meloniere ſent” him word , Thar his 


' Oiders were ofly to ſuffer them: to. march away without Arms , and that he muſt qufekty-re- 


iolve whether he - wofiid accept of this Offer,, In'the mean time Monſietif De 12 Me/iniere had 
cauſed two Batteries to be raiſed, which would be ready the next Motning by break of Day. 
But the CGiiicers of the Gariſon, after having. conſulted together ,' relolved to yield,- and the 
Capitnlation being Signed, they, delivered up.a Gate, and-marched out about an Hour after 
between 13 an gag Men, and were conducted to * Arhlone ,' the' Officers being perritted: fv 
wear their Swords. Aſter which, Monſieur De za Mcloniers\fave Proteftions to a great' man
